During the progress of the late terri- 
rible war, a great deal was said, both in 
England and America, about the enor- 
mous resources of the North ; but no 
one seems to have eared to enquire as to 
the secret of these re-ources. Our ex- 
jianse of territory was no larger than 
that of the Soutlierners, and though our 
agriculture was more extended, yet its 
products were internationally no more 
important than those of the South. Our 
poputation was superior, but the South 
di<i not lose the battle for want of men. 
Where, then, lay the real strength of the 
North in that content ? There can be 
no ditticulty in perceiving tliat it lay in 
the mining, manufacturing, and tinan- 
cial resources of the North. These ren- 
dered it possible for the national govern- 
ment to keep its armies mcU suppliid 
and well pai<l, to maintain an immense 
navy, to make at home all that wa< 
needed for the war. and to do everything 
thai tbe nio.~t j)u\\ I'l'fiil guvernment on 
earth might lind lu edfid in time of war. 

Our mining industry sustained our 
manufactures; they iii turn supplied 
the material of war, and multiplied the 
sources of prosperity whereby capital 
was accumulated to take up the nation- 
tional loans. By this prosperity the ag- 
riculturist found a better home market 
for liis crops, ami thus tlie internal reve- 
nues were swelled to a sum never yet 
reached by custtnns duties. It is wor- 
thy of note that the actual resources 
of the Soutlierners were found also in 
their industrial pursuits. The salt 
works, iron foundrys, coal mines, iron 
mines, cotton and woolen factories of 
the South were more important to them 
tli.iii ilu ir foriiiied citie-^, antl were de- 
feiidetl witli mure tenacity. When they 
lost the iron regions of Tennessee and 
(b'orgia they felt that they no longer 
had a basis of strength flure. 'i'iie 
Tredgar irtm works at Richmond were 
worth more tfr the enemy than all the 
millions they obtained trovn. the banks, 
and the mineral regions of Mis.souri 
were constant (aii>e^ of blootly and 
fearful struggles for their possession, 
tlie Southerners well knowing their 
value. 

Had it not been for the immeiis(> va- 
riety and extent of these industrial re- 
sources in the North, the millions of 
dollars s])ent upon the war, instead of 
lieing distributed among our people, aiid 
thus fostering the very arts whi(di sus- 
tained the war, would lui'ie been draineil 
fram the country tu ))urcba>e abroad the 
wea]>()ns and munitions of war, and the 
innumerable articles re<|uisite for our 
own civilization as well as the use of the 
army and navy. Instead of getting our 
war vessels built abroad, as even some 
first-class Euroi)ean Powers have to do, 
we were ai)le tu build ;ind i)uy tit liome 
all of whU h we >tuud in ne<'d, and to 
plate, arm and eijuii) them with our own 
make of everything. So it was with our 
armie- and all the re.iMirenieiits of the I js 
military service. Hail it not been for' 
our industrial resources all this money 
would have been spent abroad. 

Tlie existence of the capacity for such 
an enterprise i- (hie to (he wisdom and 
forecast of thu-c wh') had been fur thirty 
years assi,li>e,ij ly di'vuting tbeni<elvcs 
to tile <lev(dopnu'nt of our internal re- 
sourse-, 1 he bnildinir u]) of di 'Tiie^i ic in- 
dustry, ami providing witiiin the na- 
tion itself the means v. herewith such 
contests might be M ag. d succeesftilly.

Seed Coux.— Not only should extra 
care be taken tu liave all eurn designed 
for planting next spring thorouglily ri- 
pened and dried, but the best ears should 
be selected. Those ripening first are 
quite likely to produce the earlist ripen- 
ing crop when planted again. The larg- 
est ears should be taken, and these from 
the most prolille stalks. Those which 
are perfect, liaving tlie kernels well filled 
out at both ends, should in all cases be 
chosen. These matters are quite too of- 
ten overlooked. We have known man y 
farmers who have expended five or ten 
dollars, or more per acre, in preparing 
and planting a piece of ground, from 
which they have gatliered half a orop, 
simply fur want uf ;i sliilling'> worth of 
time in >electing and preparing the best 
seed, ami tiiis, in a greater or less de- 
gree, is too much the case generally. It 
is like that other piece of had economy 
practiced by multitudes, who send their 
children to the district school a year at 
an expense of thirty to fifty dollars for 
clothing, teacliers, etc., and yet loose 
half the benelit to be derived simply be- 
cause they withhold one extra shilling 
for a suitable book. We urge every farm- 
er to go over his corn-fields liiniself, as 
soon as the crop is ripened, and gather

Rimmers are indispensable tools in 

all shops that profess to do good work. 
No matter how well holes may be drilled, 
they are not perfect unless rimmed. Tlie 
twist drills now in u.se in the best Kh<»ps 
make holes as i)crfect as drills can, yet 
even with tbcni it is necessary to run a 
rimmer through where two parts are to 
be bolted fast— asacylinderonits frame, 
a pillow block in its seat, or otlier de- 
tails that require to be immovable. 

The next common form of rimmer in 
use is the fluted one. The cutting part 
consists of man^- blades worked out of 
the .solid metal eitiicr by planing or mill- 
ing on u machine, ^he^e tools are ixood 
in many ease.s, but iliey are fretpiently 
made with too many and too sharp cut- 
ting edges. The hole formed by such a 
rimmeris not round but a series of angles, 
as any one can see or feel by looking at 
it or putting a linger in. In our opinion 
it would be far better to make rimmers 
of this ehuss with live or seven cutters 
than twelve or fourteen, wlueh is gen- 
erally ilone; and, furthermore, to leave 
less to rim in the work than is generally 
left, t-o that instead of taking a rank 
hold of the metal, the cutters would 
just clean the surface, and no more. In 
holes from half an inch to an inch, the 
sixt^-fourth part of an inch is ami)le, if 
the drill is what il sliould be In holes 
from an inch to two im bc-, :i i^ill sixty- 
fourth to one-thirty -tcoiid .-iioukl be 
allowed to rim out. Holes over two 
inches are cheai>er bored out with a bar 
and cutter than rimmed, where it is pos- 
sible, for the reason that rimming is 
done by hand and is slow and hard work, 
w hile boring is done by power, and is 
(juick and easy. Rimmers with seven 
bliules require 'o be well backed olf, as 
laps are, t)Ut not so much as to eau<e 
them to jam in ihe hole and work bard.

Messrs. EniToiiS :— A recent article in 
your valuable paper, in relation to tables 
Vor cutting screw threads on geared 
lathes, suggested the probability of an 
astronomical calculation, by means of 
cogged gearing, properly constructed, 
which should automically indicate eclips- 
es, transits, conjunctions, appositions 
aud all regular motions of the planitary 
system with mathematical exactness, 
thus saving the trouble <»f " brain-work" 
in such matters, other than readinu' the 
register ami taking note.s. I think &uch 
an apparatus might be found quite use- 
ful in practice, and would be better, eve- 
ry way, for such purposes, than even the 
best known planetarium, beside costing 
far less. 



tern. Such a rimmer is ea.sily made in 
the lathe. To mai^e it, put on screw 
gear to cut a quick pitcii — .-ay one turn 
in tuo inches for an inch rimmer. Cut 
;i ri::lil-li:tiid thread and then cue a Icl't- 
hand liiread on tiie same piece, plane it 
out, and back it olt' the same as any otlier 
rimmer. Such a tool will cut a round 
smooth hole and take more metal out 
with less labor than a ttraight lluled 
rimmer. Stnbbs makes a livesided, or 
l)entagoual rinimt r, \', i;h lial sides, that 
<loes well enough in a -mall work, but 
we never had a tancy for rimmers with 
i hit sides. If it is nece-.-uiy to straighten 
up a whole with a rimmer, and the tool 
is forced over to one side, a pentagonal 
rimmer is almost certain to bear in and 
work the hole oval. 

Half-rountl rimmers are very u.seful 
to boiler makers or in rough work, but 
have no jdace in a machine shop. 

A scjuare rimmer i- not worth a cent 
to do gootl work well. Holes, m cast- 
ings that are cored out and have to be 
rimmed, should be drilled when over an 
inch, being first stopped with hard wood 
plugs, driven in tight, so that the drill 
will have a bearing on the point. Holes 
up to and under one inch may be cleaned 
out with a drift pin, which is simply a 
.squareend punch. All rimmers, of what- 
ever form, -hould enter the hole to be 
rimmed at least one inch before they be- 
gin to cut, so as to get a fair start and 
stand straight. — [Scientific American.

Uie Value of BaUroMl Stoekt. 

As yet we have witnessed none of 
those ii^urioas effects upon railroad se- 
curities which it was predicted, early in 
the war, would result from the compe- 
tition of ftn cnlarc^cd issue of national 
bonds. M;uiy claiiaed that as the issue 
of evidences of de bt hy the Government 
would largely increa-e tlie supply of se- 
curities, there must be a result in" re- 
duction in the value of stocks ami i H)nds 
generally. But there seems to have been 
a;misapprehension as to the limits of the 
demand. f<o lonj,^ as sound securities 
pay a good rate of interest they are sure 
to be sou-ht fur; and the danger from an 
ineroase of such instruments are not so 
much thut tlKir value Mill (i( ]>:eeiate as 
(hey will draw capital away from pro- 
ductive investments. 

It has been the cardinal evil connect- 
ed with the increase of the national 
debt that it has otlered an inducement 
to withdraw ca]Mtal from industrial or 
iradiufr invest menis into a non-pro- 
ductive loan. In this way, hut proper- 
ly speaking in no otlier, has the creation 
of three thousand millions of national 
■ecorities tended to depredate the value 
of other securities; it has sunk a portion 
of the capital w^hich was feeding the 
several interests represented by the va- 
rious manufacturing, financial and trans- 
portation securities— a fact which can 
bo rcadih' confirmed in- calling (o mind 
the inst.iiu'cs in whieli parlies v.lio for- 
merly emploviMl ! heir rai)iial in business, 
or lent it iou!:i. i-^ ; -r that puriwse, have, 
now, the sauie ea]iiial invested in gov- 
ernment bonds, which they bold idle. 
lUs result was inevitable, for the gov- 
Mnmcnt could only bcn-row the large 
amount it rctjuircd by oilering a rate of 
interest which would comi.ete vv ith the 
earnings of capital in pr(Ki;!' !ive em- 
I)loyment. Af, therefore, national !-e- 
<-uritie:: luive, in this way, created their 
own demand, there is no reason for aj)- 
prehending that they will injuriously 
compete with railroad or other corpora- 
tion pecurities. It is, however, not im- 
probable that, when financial alTan-s 
liave bren so far re-tured to a soundcon- 
dition as to le-?^<>n the ri^-k^ of busines<, 
there may be a <li>po--il ion to emijloy 
actively ca])ila! nuw inve>;cd in nation- 
al bonds. Such a proce.-s would natur- 
ally result in producing a decline which, 
by sympathy, would dejireciate the 
value of all other securities. 

It would appear, from these consider- 
ations, 1h:ii r li'road st->eks are not likc- 
lyto be iiiav ; .'ly allected ill value by 
tlie competiiii)ii of I'nited .State-; hond^. 
It is de>erving, however, of note, tliat 
the issueing of i.aliuii.-il ■■(■ciii-ities has 
been prodiic: i\c ■ ■' . iiaiiL;''-. in tlie dis- 
tribution oi railroad ^lot ks whicli aiiect 
materially market operations in tliat 
<dass of shares. Railroad stocks are now 
no longer held by the community gen- 
erally, but are in the hand> chiefly of 
brokersand railroad eai)itali>(s and liian- 
agers, who constantly have a large jiro- 
portion of tiieni under hyi)olhecation 
with banks and priv;iie bankers. Tiiis 
new distribution materially modilies 
MMCulative operations in stocks. Hpec- 
watlve cliques have no longer that in- 
evitable dupe, the "outride public," to 
feed upon; and their operations have de- 
generated into asystem of expert tactics 
f.>r preying u)t'>n each other. I'nder 
this new eondiii )ii of atlairs, ))riees are, 
perJiajts lilcely to 1 e more uniform than 
% when the imperfectly informed public 
* unrere more liable to be drawn into wild 
Hpeculations. 

It cannot^ however, be said that be- 
cause railroad stocks have passed more 
largely into the control of those con- 
nected witli the manag. nieiit of theroavl, 
we niu-t therefore apj-rehend a <le]>re- 
ciation of their value. The fact of tl!o>e 
in the management of the roads having 
acquire:! an enlarged interest iu them 
naturally gives a guarantee that their 
aflkirs will be conducted with greater 
efficiency; while it must also be accepted 
as an empliai i'- expre-sion of opinion in 
favor ol' ih" f'l! Hi e value of this class of 
stocks, l>y iho e iao.-,l competent to form 
a judgim n;. Tliese refererKH--, however, 
must be subject to a certain re- ervation; 
for, in not a fowin-tauci ill- , (''.i,i>.have 
acquired a large interest in ilieir roads 
to enable them to promote .schemes ac- 
tually adverse to the Interests of the 
company tliey rejirt -enl. 'I h;- that 
lhi> kxiirc— ('oni]ianies < ii-i-: ino-tly 
of caj'ltali.'l- holding a c .utrMlling in- 
terest in triuil; lines may scive as an il- 
lustration of the way in whicli a road 
is at times iigured by those who hold a 
large proportion of its stock. While it 
would l>e rash to deny that the Expiesses 
are a great public convenience, yet it 
cannot l)e disputed that their enormous 
annual prolits j)rove that the railroad 
<*onipanies grant them needlessly lilM ral 
terms, and therei'y virtually transfer to 
those organizati<jns prolit - wliicli might 
be obtained in behalf of railway >loek- 
holdern. JSo long as this abuse of the 
power of directors Ih continued, railroad 
shares so aflbcted must be deprived of a 
portion of their rightful value. 

Tlie most important consideration af- 
fectiu'T (He valiir^ of railroad seeuritie.-. 
• is the pr<j-i)ecl of iheir futm c earnings. 
The immen-e increa- e of earning-^ dur- 
ing the war was due chiefly to the clos- 
ing of the Mississippi. The blockade of 
that important outlet for Western pro- 
duce not only forced an increased amount 
of freight . over th«* Eastern routes, but 
by removin'r competition enabled tlie 
roads u> la; uv'.y enhance their rates of 
transportation. This temporary mon- 
oix)ly has enabled most of the roads to 
pay dividends; and their stocks have 
advanced to M jii-icc ju njiaMe only by 
1,he pro- ].( (•; of i';. i , ■ : reached a 
permanent divioeir I- j-.i /iny. n.i.-is. Many 
of the roads have reduced their <ielil-, 
improved their roadway, increased their 
rolling stock and placed their works in 
a generally effective position, which ari* 
very material con"- i derations in estima- 
ting the value of st ); k-. The question 
of cli'cf iniiiortance is whether, in sjiite 
of the-e inipr()vement', the reoi)eninir 
uf the Missisiiippi route, when fully pro- 
vided with steamers, wUl not remand 
many of the roads back into a non-di- 
vided paying condition ? The roads con- 
necting "with the East will inevitably 
.<*uffer a diminuation in tlie anioiiiit <S 
their traffic ; and the river comp(;iti(.n 
will nril'-rially reducetheratesol hi (. igiit. 
The rc-ult of "this competition i-^ already 
showing i(>f if in a decline of the cur- 
rent earnings of llie leaiiing roads. At 



again>t these disadvantages the fact that 
the steady decline in pi ices and the in- 
evitable fall in wage-^ will enable the 
roads to reduce their running expenses, 
while the natural expansion of com- 
merce will increase the amount of pro- 
duce seeking transportation. Certain 
roads will be subject to damaging com- 
petition from tlie Atlantic and Crt at 
Western road, wlien it- iurangenicuts 
are complete*! — a circnm>tance which 
alone might be considered unimportant, 
but when associated with the revival of 
ri\ er competition is of much practical 
consequence. 

Ui>ou the w^hole, these considerations 
appear to warrant the conclusion that, 
with energy and economy of manage- 
ment, many of ihe roads may perma- 
nently pay a gooil rate of interest upon 
their stock.— [.M Y. Pinarusial Cfhronicle. 

Votes on new Discoveries and new 
Applications of Science. 

EXTli.\CT10N OF VlXJETAlil.K OiLS nV 
MEANS Ol' VOL ATIl.K lIVl>UOCAKl; )\s. 

It is found that all the more common 
vegetal)le oils, including palm oil, olive 
oil, colza oil, linseed oil, rape-seed oil, 
and cott<m-seed oil, may be extracted 
with great economy by means of some 
of the volatile hydrocarbons obtainable 
from petroleum, or by the distillation of 
coal, chist, or bitumen. The hydrocar- 
bons whicli answer Itest for this purpose 
are those which are volatile :it a little 
al)ove the boiling i)oint. of water. 'l"he 
seeds or fruits from which the oil is to 
be extracted, having lirst been crushed 
or ground in the usual way, are digested 
with the hydrocarbon in tightly-closed 
vessels. The liydrocarbtin gradually 
dissolves out all : ^ ! --ontained in the 
crushed seeds or : , ; ;id from the re- 
sulting solution Oi vegt al'le oil in min- 
eral spirit the voiaiile solvent is driven 
oil" by evaix>ration. The solvent is' of 
course condensetl for tise over again, and 
with careful managemeni, the loss of 
hydrocarbon per operation is Ibinid to 
bo exceedingly t-:ljght, while the yield of 
oil obtained in this May is from -10 to 
I)er cent, greater tiian is obtainable by 
the c»rdinary method— that of mechan- 
ical i)ressur<.'. By thi-; process of diges- 
tion with a volatile miu' ral soIv( iit, 
there could be obtained from the olives 
which are pressed evei'y year in the 
neighborhood of Marseilles alone, not 
less than six millions of pounds more 
oil than is at present obtained from 
them. 

ABSOBBENT POWER OF OOCOA-NlTr SHELL 
CHARCOAL. 

The property of absorbing large quan- 
tities of ga-es v.liich is jjossessed by 
Woo.! cliarcoal and other i)arous forms 
Ol" cai.ijoii— ;i iiroperly which has ro- 
ceivi'd several vaiual)le j)ractical appli- 
cations, and is j»rol)a!>ly susceptible of 
others — has hitherto been suppo.sed to 
be pu esented in largest measure by the. 
(harcoal made from boxwood. Mr. 
John Hunter, however, has found that 
the absorbent power, for gases and va- 
pors, of charcoal nnule from the shell of 
the cocoa-nut, is between two and three 
times greater than that of Ijo.xwood 
charcoal. Cocoa-nut shell charcoal, 
after having all the air expi'llrd from 
its j)ores by stron.;' iL;'iiition in a nrai'Iy- 
closed vessel, will absorb, at about the 
temperature of boiling water, one hun- 
dred and fif^-five tlnies its own bulk of 
the vapor of methylic alcohol. 

PASSAGE OP THE EARTH THBOUOH THE 
TAIL OF A CX)MET. 

Early in the month of June, 1801, M. 
Liais, the celebrated astronomer, wrote 
from Janeiro to the Academy t)f Science 
of Paris, to the etlect that the observa- 
tion- which he had made of the great 
comet of that year, which had not as 
yet become vi-ii»le in Euro]»e, had con- 
vinced him that there was a great like- 
lihood that the earth wouhl come in 
contact with one of the tails of that 
body. M. Liais, who is now in Paris, 
attended the sitting of the Academy 
and f^ubmitted elaborate c.-.lculations, 
proving beyond (jUc-tinn that o!i the 
li)lh of'june, iMd, the earth leally did 
pa ^ ihrongh one of the coiiU't's tails. 
The luomt'Ut of contact w;i-- twelve 
minuli's pa~t six A. iiio .laiiciio 

lime, and, according to the calculatiiju 
of its dimensions made by M. Liais, the 
earth must have been wholly immersed 
in the tail for about four hours ! This 
immersion in the tail of a comet had no 
perceptil>le influence upon the weather, 
a very remarkable fact, adding one 
more to the mtiny reasons there were 
alri'ady for suppo-ing that conietary 
matter is some million of times rarer 
than our atmosphere. Not the least 
curious consideration suggested by the 
phenomenon is, that it was one which 
had jierhaps never occurred before — for, 
according to Arago, the chances against 
the <-ontaci of the earth wiih a comet 
are more than tv>o iiundred and lifty 
millions to ore'.— [.'/^ diduir-^ Magazine.

The Gold Tide. 



Soon after the late war broke out, the 
shipments of Gold from Califomia to the 
Atlantic seaports dropped from about 
thirty-live millions annually to about 
twelve millions. All the rest was ^ent 
to foreign countries, or brought East by 
other conveyances, so as to escape cap- 
ture by rebel privateers. The tide has 
again turned, for we see by a recent 
table of shipments, that $20,564,895 have 
been sent by the California steamers, to 
New York, within the present year. 
The whole amount sent forward from 
.San Francisco to the Eastern States 
from .laiiuiiry 1, 185-1, to December 20, 
1864, is $377,080,719. Of course this is 
not the whole product for the time 
specified. Much of llic gold is sent to 
foreign countries to ]iay for merchandise 
and to settle exchanges, and a vast deal 
more is sent East by other modes than 
regular shii)nient by the steamers. In a 
recent work, published at San Francisco, 
the whole gold product of the Pacific 
country since 1849, ia set down at $750, 
000,000!
